They say the Canadian 
Pacific railway rates nre all right, but 
that the exorbitant rates charged by 
Heiuze'a railway from Trail to Rostland 
are simply paraly /.lrig. 

A seriotiB fire occurred at Ottawa Uni- 
versity this morning, ub a lesult ol which 
the eastern wing was badly guttid and 
the beautiful ehapel greatly damaged; 
the total loss iB in the vicinity of $40,- 
0JO, covered by insurance. Rev. Father 
Tallon, tho rector, t-ays the fire will not 
affect the reopening of the college, which 
takes place on Friday. 

The National Art Gallery, which is in 
charge of Hon. Mr. Tarto's department, 
was burglarized last night and a case of 
old coins of priceless value, presented to 
the government many years age by Col. 
Falkland, was Btolen. Some of the coins' 
are over two thousand yuara old. 

A deputation from Essex county and 
Do.roit, acting in the interest of the 
Standard Oil Company, aaw the gov- 
ernment to-day and protested against 
the proposed export duty on natural 
gas.

INTER-PROVINCIAL BOUNDARY. 

Commissioners Busy Ueterminlne the Line 
Between Manitoba and Ontario. 

Toronto, Jan. 5.— The commissioners 
on tho delimitation of the boundary be- 
tween Manitoba and Ontario have juet 
returned from a threo months' survey of 
the new boundary line. The region 
traversed is a sixty mile stretch between 
the north end of Lake of the Woods and 
the Winnipeg river. The commisBionerB 
marked out a sixty mile road, due north 
from the Lake of' the Woods, with mile 
stones.

PREMIUM ON HERRING THIEVING. 

Assistant Secretary Howell Gives a Ruling 
for the Benefit of the Herring 
Poachers. 

Washington, Jan. 5. — Assistant Sec- 
retary Howell has decided that herring 
taken off tho coaBtof Newfoundland and 
brought into the ports of the United 
States in American vessels should be 
admitted free of duty. 

In liiB letter to tho collector of customs 
at Boston, tho assistant secretary says 
that while tho question as to tho liability 
of these fiah to duty may not be entirely 
free from doubt, yet in view of the long- 
estabhshed practice at the pott of 
Gloucester, of which it must bo pre- 
sumed congress has had full knowledge, 
and as the law applicable thereto haanot 
been changed by recent legislation, these 
lish should continue to bo admitted as 
though taken in American waters.

Berlin, Jan. 5.— The cession of Kiao- 
chou Ray to Germany takes the form of 
a lease for an indefinite time. Germany 
ia at liberty to erect on the coded terri- 
tory all the necessary buildings and 
establishments and to take the meaBurea 
required for their protection. 

The Reichsanzeiger says the ceded ter- 
ritory comprises the whole of tho inner 
basin of Kiaochou Bay bo far aa the 
high water line, the l.arger headlanda 
situate south and north ot the entrance 
of the bay to the point where they are 
bounded by mountain ranges, and also 
the islands situated within and in front 
of the bay. 

The ceded territory comprises an area 
of several square miles bounded by a 
larger zone around the bay, within which 
no measures or arrangements may be 
made by China without the consent of 
Germany. 

Finally it is provided that "in order 
fo avoid conflicts which might disturb 
the good understanding between the 
two powers," China has transferred to 
Germany for a period a lease of all 
sovereign rights over the ceded territory. 
The telegram does not state the length 
of the lease nor the amount payable by 
Germany. 

If for any cause Kiaochou Bay should 
prove unsuitable for the objects Ger- 
many haB in view, China, after arriving 
at an understanding with Germany, will 
cede the latter at another point of tho 
coast, a piece of territory which Ger- 
many may regard aa more suitable for 
her purpose, in 'vhich case China will 
takeover tho buildings and establish- 
ments constructed by Germany at Kiao- 
chou Bay, and will refund their cost. 

London, Jan. 5.— A special despatch 
from Shanghai to-day sayB that Mr. Mc- 
Cleavy Brown, the British Korean cus- 
toms agent at Seoul, maintains a firm 
hold on his position, and that M. 
Alexleff, the Russian agent, who has 
been endeavoring to supplant the Eng- 
lishman, has been unable to obtain con- 
trol of the finances, owing to the fact 
that all the funda are vested in Mr. 
Brown's name in the Hongkong bank at 
Shanghai, which institution honors Mr. 
Brown's signature only. 

The negotiations between Sir Claude 
M. McDonald, the British minister at 
Peking, and the Chinese fc: eign office, 
with reference to the questions arising 
from the Russian occupation of Port 
Arthur are proceeding. The idea of an 
alliance with Great Britain is reported 
to have excited intense enthusiasm in 
Japan. The MarquiB Ito's cabinet, it is 
added, will endeavor to promote an An- 
glo-Japanese alliance. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Standard says : "The rumor that Rus- 
sia has ordered nearly all the material 
for the Manchurian railway in the 
United States ia unfounded. She has 
only ordered thirteen locomotives. Moat 
of the other material haB been or will be 
ordered in Europe." 

OBJECTION WAIVED. 

The Prolongation of the Austro-Hun^arian 
Compact Will Not Be Further 
Opposed. 

Vienna, Jan. 5.— The Kossuth party 
in the Hungarian parliament haB with- 
drawn its obstruction to the passage of 
the bill providing for a provisional pro- 
longation of the Austro-Hungarian com- 
pact. 

A CALL FOR UNION. 

Irishmen Invited to Sink All Petty Ditler- 
ences In Doing Honor to the Mem- 
ory of Patriots. 

London, Jan. 5. — A meeting of prom- 
inent Nationalists was held last evening, 
Mr, Michael Davit, M. P., presiding. A 
aeries of reaolutiona was adopted, aa- 
Bociating thoto present with the coming 
celebration of the centenary nf the Irish 
revolution, and calling upon Irishmen at 
home and abroad to abandon all party 
and sectional feeling, and to participate 
in honoring the patriots of 17i)S for 
furthering the goapel of freedom for all 
nationalitieH, In which they nobly sacri- 
ficed their lives, and invoking divine aid 
in the efforts.

Superintendent Hall Meets a Ter- 
rible Death iu the Shaft of 
the Le Koi Miue. 



Misstep at the Surface Drops Him 
Six Hundred Feet — Mashed 
Beyond Recognition. 



Lifelong Familiarity With Daugers 
of Mining Induced the Fatal 
Carelessness. 



Eossland, Jan. 5.— Capt. Win. Hall 
the superintendent of the Le Roi, was 
killed at 5:20 this ovening by falling 
down the main Bhaft from the surface to 
the 000-foot level. The body was terri- 
bly injured by the fall, and the remains 
were hardly recognizable. 

The Captain went underground about 
4 o'clock this afternoon on bis usual 
i DBpection of the mine. Arriving at the 
(100 foot level safely, he examined the 
progress being made in extending the 
shaft to the 700 foot level, and subse- 
quently made a tour through the west 
drift at the 000 foot level. He then 
climbed into the west skip and was 
raised to the surface. 

A moment later he stepped off the 
skip. What happened then will never 
bo exactly known. The only witness 
was the engineer on duty at the time. 
He says that instead of getting off on the 
floor of the shaft house Capt. Hall step- 
ped upon a ten inch beam that separated 
the compartments. He evidently slip- 
ped and was precipitated down the mine 
nearly 700 feet. The body is mashed 
beyond recognition. 

Hall was born in Ireland and was 03 
years of age. He had extensive experi- 
ence as a mining man. An inquest will 
be held at 9:45 o'clock to-morrow morn- 
ing in the city hall, and the body will be 
sent on the noon train to Spokane, 
where his family resides and where the 
funeral will take place. 

RAILROAD CHARGES. 

Rossland Explains the Misconstruction Evi- 
denced in Despatches From the 
Capital. 

Rossland, Jan. 5.— The fact has bo- 
come known here that the C.P.R. some 
time ago absorbed the rate charged by 
the Columbia and "Western railway on 
freight from the East. This waB done 
because the American transcontinental 
lines have absorbed the rate of the Cor- 
bin road, which gives them an entrance 
to Rossland. A despatch just received 
hero from Ottawa that capitalists in the 
EaBt, who are interested in Rossland 
are protesting against the Columbia and 
Western, high charges is a mistake, 
and does Rossland a great injustice. 

LAURIER'S BROKEN PROMISE. 

Definitely Decided That Another Than 
Francois Langelier Shall Govern 
Quebec. 

Montreal, Jan. 5. — (Special;— Judge 
Jette confirms the report that he is to 
be appointed Lieut. -Governor of Quebec 
to succeed Sir Adolphe Chapleau. This 
morning Judge Jette was called on by a 
number of his colleagues oa the bench 
and congratulated on his appointment. 
He will remain on the bench a few days 
longer in order to enable him to give 
judgment in a number of cases now 
pending. 

A HO rEL SYNDICATE. 

English Capital to Maintain Palatial Aflairs 
in Canadian Cities. 

Montreal, Jan. 5. — (Special) — An 
Knglish syndicate has been formed to 
erect palatial hotels at various points in 
Canada under one management. The 
syndicate will erect botels at Halifax, 
Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto and Niagara 
Falls. 



PHYSICAL FORCE IN CHINA. 

Since Germany Profit by It Other Powers 
Will Govern Themselves Accordingly. 


London, Jan. 6. — A despatch to the 
Times from Pekin dated yesterday 
(Wednesday) Bays that Germany has 
taken a lease of Kiaochou for fifty yeare. 
It eayB also that reports are current 
there that a French occupation of Hai- 
nan island is imminent. 

The Times saya editorially this morn- 
ing: "It would be simple to assume 
that the German despatch tells the 
whole Btory of the Chinese situation, for 
it quite omits to say what China gets in 
return. To the world at large, however, 
the material fact ia that Germany by 
physical force haB obtained a naval 
station. This is the fact that must gu.de 
other powers in determining their own 
policy. 

" The talk of a leaee is a mero saving 
of appearances. Theri is no doubt that 
both Germany and China are aware that 
it ia a practical eessiun in full sovereign- 
ty. It provides a further argument in 
favor of an English guaranteed Chinese 
loan." 

The morning paper editorials gener- 
ally are in the eaino Htrain as Unit of the 
TimeB. They point out that the con- 
tract is one in which Germany appar- 
ently gets everything and China nothing, 
While the question of the Bafety of the 
missionaries is entirely dropped.

COMSTOCK'S CHARACTER. 

The New York Gentleman Prude Objects to 
Being Called a Blackmailer, 

New York, Jan. 5. — The hearing of 
the long pending suit for $50,000 dam- 
ages for defamation of character brought 
by Anthony ConiBtoek, of the society for 
the suppression of vice, against Dr. M. 
R. Leveraon of Fort Hamilton, began to- 
day in the United States Circuit court. 
During an altercation between Cometock 
and Leverson at the New York Central 
depot in 'Albany on February 19, 1896, 
the physician is accused of having made 
the following public declaration : 

" Ladies and gentlemen : This man is 
Anthony Comstock, a notorious black- 
mailer, who never turned an honest dol- 
lar in Iub life." 

The suit for damages is based on the 
above statement, which Comstock 
to day Bwore is untrue and had 
injured his character and reputation. 
On the stand to-day Dr. Leverson said 
that he believed what he said to Com- 
stock to be true then and does so still. 
Dr. Foote, who was with Doctor Lever- 
son at the time of the altercation at Al- 
bany depot, testified that Comstock had 
first called Doctor Leverson a " liar, 
vilitier and old scoundrel." Then Dr. 
Loverson retorted by calling Comstock a 
blackmailer, who had never earned an 
honest dollar iu his life. 

" There was a hot time between the 
two men for a few minutes," continued 
Dr. Foote, "anil then Comstock caused 
Dr. Leverson'B arrest." 
The case will be continued to-morrow. 




BONDLNG FOR YUKON. 

Washington Reports That the Plan Has Not

Washington, Jan. 5.— Assistant Secre- 
tary Howell was to-day shown the an- 
nouncement from Hon. Mr. Sifton, 
minister of the interior at Ottawa, that 
ho had arranged for the passageof Cana- 
dian goodB acroes American territory via 
Dyeaand Skagway without inspection 
charges. 

Mr. Howell said that the question was 
still before the department. It was the 
desire of Secretary Gage and himself to 
provide all reasonable customs facilities 
for the crossing of American territory by 
miners and others from one point in the 
British possessions to another en route 
to the Klondyke, but the plan had not 
yet been fully worked out. Regulations, 
however, would soon be prepared by 
which it was expected that the embar- 
rassments incident to bo complicated a 
situation would be reduced to a mini- 
mum.

An Open Letter to Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
Dealing' With Some Adverse 
Iiilluences. 



Ottawa, Dec. 28, 1897. 

Tlie Ei(jkl Honorable &ir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier, Premier. 

Dear Slit — For some mouths past I 
bave frequently been asked by writers 
of the presB to furniBh information res- 
pecting the Pacific cable. I have been 
so applied to aa it is well known that I 
have long felt the deepest interest in the 
project, having been appointed by the 
Canadian government to take part in 
the Colonial conferences of 1887 and 

1894, and in the Imperial committee of 

1895. 1 have invariably declined 
comply with the request from the feel- 
ing that it was distinctly underutood 
that the proceedings of the investigation 
by the Imperial committee should be 
treated as confidential until made pub 
lie bv Her Majesty's government. ] 
have in consequence felt debarred from 
alluding either to the evidence obtained 
by the committee or to the conclusions 
submitted in their report, or in the spe- 
cial reportH preBeuted to the Canadian 
government by the Canadian commisj 
sionerB and by inyBelf. 

These Beveral documents were pre 
eented nearly twelve months ago; since 
then questions have arisen, which were 
not considered by the Imperial commit- 
tee, and many important facts are ob- 
tainable from other sources, explana- 
tions respecting which should, I con- 
ceive, be communicated to the public. 

Since the Imperial committee closed 
its investigation the conference of Col- 
onial premiers has been held in London. 
Among other matters the Pacific cable 
was brought before this conference, and 
from what has transpired the subject 
was complicated by a new proposition 
having been submitted by the Eastern 
Extension Telegraph Company. Con- 
sequently the consideration of the pro- 
ject was deferred. .Six months have 
since elapsed, and 1 feel called upon to 
make known some facts and explana- 
tions bearing on the questions which, in 
my humble judgment, the public should 
understand. I trust you will approve of 
the information being given to the pub- 
lic in the form I have now to Bubinit to 
you. 1 have the honor to be your 
obedient servant,

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Everywhere it is apparent that the Brit- 
ish Empire is being formed by a process of 
growth and development and there are 
many forces actively in operation, all tend- 
ing to give it shape and strength and dis- 
tinctive character. Lofty ideals are enter- 
tained by men of thought, experience and 
patriotism; but the future is veiled from 
us, a-.d we cannot foretell the precise form 
of relationship which will eventually he as- 
sumed by members of the British family of 
nations in so many meridians of longi- 
tude. 

If the form of the development to ho at- 
tained is not clearly foreseen, it can at least, 
he said that the entire British people in all 
parts of the globe are inspired by a unity 
of sentiment, and tiiat they are simultane- 
ously moving onwards in one general di- 
rection. Progress is the watchword in all 
(piarters. It is impossible not to recognize 
the advancement perceptible in the colon- 
onies of the southern seas and equally the 
amazing vitality in British Africa. The 
Dominion of Canada plays uu important 
part in moulding the destiny of her own 
people and in piomoting more intimate re- 
lationships between the motherland and 
the colonies 

It is but thirty years since the scattered 
provinces of British North America became 
federated in one government. The Domin- 
ion thus created inherited many remark- 
able advantages. It can lay claim to the 
most important geographical position, 
owing to its extension between the two 
great oceans; a position which confers tne 
only means of establishing under the Bri- 
tish ling communications between the east- 
ern and western territories of the globe. I 
enjoys the possession of vast fields of the 
richest virgin soil, with still unexplored 
mineral regions of immense extent and 
presumably of immense value. The popu- 
lation retains the high qualities of the fore- 
most nations of western Europe from which 
it has sprung, and the wide expanse of un- 
occupied areas leaves ample room fur a 
large accession to its number These rich 
possessions of the Dominion give promise 
under wise guidance of a splendid future. 

It soon became evident that the develop- 
ment of a country continental in its extent 
exacted public works of coi responding mag- 
nitude. Lines of railway and telegraph 
were projected from ocean to ocean, and 
immediately after Confederation both were 
proceeded with. In 1874 the policy of es- 
tablishing the telegraph in advance of the 
railway was determined upon, and as a co- 
rollary to the trans-continental telegraph 
the proposal to extend the electric, wire 
across the Pacific naturally followed, It 
can he said that ever since the telegraph 
reached the const of liritish Columbia the 
Pacific cable has engaged public attention, 
and thai the necessity ol this undertaking 
has been repeatedly affirmed It received 
recognition in the conference of representa- 
tive colonial statesmen in London in 1 -ST, 
in that of Ottawa in 181)4, at telegraph and 
postal conferences in Australasia almost 
annually, and at various times by cham- 
bers 'it' commerce at home and abroad. 

The dominant idea with those who have 
most strongly advocated the establishment 
of a Pacific cable has been the unit y of the 
Empire. They foresaw the difficulty of 
effecting any practical union between com- 
munities separated by distance, so long as 
they remained without the means of direct 
and cheap communication. At the same 
time it was plain to them that a telegraph 
across the ocean would fester trade and 
commerce — the life of an empire such as 
ours. 

Among the memorable gatherings ol 
representative men, not the least impor- 
tant was the conference of premiers in Lon- 
don on the occasion of tier Majesty's 
Diamond Jubilee. Before these statesmen 
met, hopes had been entertained that sunn 
definite action would bo determined for the 
inauguration of tne scheme. Preparations 
had long been made for joint action. it 
was one of the chief objects set 
apart for special consideration at I he 
conference of the Imperial and 
Australasian governments held at 
Ottawa in 1894. With this view, the Cana- 
dian government, agreeably to u resolution 
of the conference, obtained much inlornia- 
lion on the subject, and transmitted it to 
all the governments interested in the pro- 
jected work. Soon afterwards the Secre- 
tary of .State lor the Colonies (Mr. Cham- 
berlain) invited the Canadian and Austral- 
asian governments to send representatives 
to Loudon for the purpose of taking part in 
an imperial committee to he appointed 
specially to receive evidence and consider 
the project in every detail . The commit- 
tee first met on June 5, LS'JU, and on Janu- 



ary 5, 1897, they reported the results of an 
exhaustive enquiry. 

The proceedings of the committee and the 
conclusions which have been formed bave 
not been made public. They have been re- 
peatedly asked lor, but as nothing trans 
spired respecting tne labors of the commit 
tee up to the jubilee week, the opinion 
gained ground mat when the conference 
was concluded full Information would be 
given to the public with the decision arriv- 
ed at by the Imperial authorities and the 
colonial premiers. Ill many quarters it 
was expected that action would on that 
occasion he taken, and that the inaugura- 
tion of the cable would result as a practical 
outcome of the Queen's Jubilee. 

The old proverb tells us that it is often 
the unexpected which comes to pass. The 
proceedings of the conference of premiers 
were first made known to the public by an 
article purporting to he pjbiished by 
authority in the London Standard of July 
2f>, and the subject of the Pacific cable is 
i b us alluded to : 

' The conference left the Pacific cable 
scheme in mid-air, and it is very unlikely 
that anything more will ho heat d of it for 
a considerable time. The position was en- 
tirely changed by a proposal by the East- 
ern Extension Telegraph Company to lay 
an all British line from Western Australia 
across the Indian Ocean to Mauritius, 
thence connecting with the Cape and St. 
Helena and Ascension. . . . . The 
Eastern Extension Company, it is under- 
stood, does not ask for a direct subsidy for 
the new lines, hut seeks other concessions 
from the Australasian governments, which 
if made, will justify them in proceeding 
with the work. 

In the account of the conference of pre- 
miers laid before the liritish parliament, 
there is a reference, in two sentences, to 
the cable; no mention, however, is made of 
any proposal having been submitted by the 
Eastern Extension Company. But the 
premier of New South Wales [Mr BeidJ 
returned home from England through Can- 
ada, and being interviewed by reporters in 
Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver, con- 
firmed the statement with respect to the 
proposal of the Eastern Extension Com- 
pany. The character of the concessions 
asked by the company lias not been made 
public, but it has been stated that they de- 
sire to obtain exclusive rights for Australia 
on condition that they connect the colonies 
with the Cape and lay a new cable from 
the Cane to England via St. Helena, Ascen- 
sion Island, Sirra Leone or Bathurst and 
Gibraltar. This scheme is put forward by 
the company as a substitute for the I'acihc 
cable. 

Owing to the fact (hat telegraphic con- 
nection with the Cape is at present ex- 
tremely defective the proposal of the com- 
pany is undoubtedly of great importance 
to South Africa. 

There are two telegraphic routes from 
England to Cape Colony Both have land- 
tations at Lisbon, one passes through 
the Mediterranean to Alexandria, through 
Egypt to Suez, through the Bed Sea to 
Alien, and from Aden the cable follows the 
east const of Africa, touching among other 
points at Mozambique and Delagoa Bay in 
foreign territory. The other route leaves 
the first at Lisbon and follows the west 
c last of Africa, touching at some fourteen 
points; eight of which are under foreign 
Hags, those of Portugal, France and Spain. 

Interruptions are frequent on bulb routes. 
There is evidence to establish that during 
the past four years communication bet ween 
England ami the Cape has been broken 
many times, and that the aggregate inter- 
ruptions have averaged in each year 75 days 
on the west coast route, aiiVt-K" on the east 
coast route; allowing that each cable is un- 
available from six to seven days per month. 
While this refers to the average period that 
the cables have been thrown out of use, the 
tlu rationsof single interruptions have varied 
from one to 30 or 40 days. As both lines 
are liable to be broken at the same time 
rious inconveniences have not seldom re- 
sulted. Every one will remember this con- 
tingency occurring when the Transvaal 
difficulty was at its height. Intense anxiety- 
was then caused during the cable interrup- 
tion of eleven days, when South. Afica was 
passing through an acute crisis in her his- 
tory. 

Obviously a new cable to the Cape is 
much required, and as the frequent inter- 
ruptions to traffic by the two present 
routes is to a large extent owing to the fact 
that the cables are laid in the shallow 
water which prevails along the African 
coasts, they are in consequence exposed to 
accidents t> which cables in deep waters 
are not subjected . That part ol the pro- 
posal to touch at St. Helena and Ascen- 
sion, where the water is of ample depth, 
«ould give to the cable the necessary 
security, and avoid the difficulties experi- 
enced on the present routes. It is, how- 
ever, not so clear that the northern half of 
the new cable would In! so fortunate. By 
landing at Sierra Leone or Bathurst and 
Gibraltar, and terminating in Cornwall, the 
cable, of necessity, would be laid for some 
distance in shallow sens, where it would be 
exposed to injury from various causes, and 
where, too, the agent of an unfriendly 
nation, or, indeed, an evil disposed lisher- 
man, would have it in Ins power to destroy 
the cable with ease totally unobserved. 
For hundreds of miles it would he exposed 
to such risks. 

The question may he asked, would not 
this proposeil new cable from England to 
the Cape with en extension to Australia be 
of general advantage? To such a question 
there is but one answer. It certainly 
would he of general as well as special ad- 
vantage for the reason that we cannot have 
too many linos ol communication. They 
are needed in the every-day business ol' 
trade and shipping, and moreover we must 
come to recognize that a complete tele- 
graph system ramifying wherever Her 
Majesty's wide domain extends, is an es- 
sential condition ol' the life and integrity id' 
the. British Empire. It is on this and on 
other grounds impossible to admit the 
claim of the Eastern Extension Company, 
that the proposal submitted by them is 
preferable to a trans-Pacific cable, and that 
it will render it unnecessary. 

At the colonial conference of |rt!)l the 
outline of a telegraph Hystem for the Em- 
pire was submitted. It was not confined 
lo one side of the globe; the system pro- 
jected, embraced and encircled its whole 
extent. The scheme was illustrated by a 
mat) of the world, witli the chief cable lines 
lai. (down upon it. If the proceedings ol' 
tne conference be referred lo. it, will be 
seen that a trunk line of telegraph was pro- 
jected from London through Can. .da to 
Australasia, with extensions to South 
Africa, India and China. It was shown 
that hv the Canadian route all the chief 
liritish possessions on the four continents 
would be brought into electric touch with 
each other and with the Imperial centre in 
London. It was demonstrated, moreover, 
that this result could be accomplished 
without touching a single acre of 
foreign soil, and without traversing 
shallow seas where cables are most, 
liable to injury from ship's anchors and 
odier causes, and where they can he so 
easily fished up and destroyed. No fact 
can with greater confidence be affirmed 
than that the cables by the Canadian route 
would be far less vulnerable than the ex- 
isting cables, or those now projected by the 
Eastern Extension Company. But even if 
no advantage in this respect could be 
claimed, it requires no argument to prove 
that telegraphic connection between Eng- 
land and Australasia would he infinitely less 
subject to interruption from accident or 
wilful injury by having the Canadian line 
established, in addition to the Eastern ex- 
tension lines, especially as the former 
would be on the opposite side of the globe 
and far removed from the immediate 
theatre of European complications. 

It is not possible to believe that anyone 
disassociated from, and uninfluenced by, 
the Eastern Extension Company, can view 
the proposed Canadian Pacific cable with 
disfavor. If it he Important to strengthen- 
ing the connection between the United 
Kingdom and the outlying portions of tne 
Empire, no one can question its necessity. 
But the Eastern Extension Company has 
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never taken a friendly view of the Pact lie 
cable. From the lir.tt it lias been its deter- 
mined opponent. The proceedings of the 
colonial conferences of 1887 and of 1891 
give evidence of this fact. The report on 
the mission to Australia by the Canadian 
delegates gives some indication of the in- 
tense and persistent antagonism displayed 
by the company and tne manner in which 
its powerful influence has been employed to 
thwart thu enterprise. It may not be an 
unwarranted surmise that the immediate 
purpose oi Hie company 'in submitting 



means of instantaneous communication 
one with the other? 

The proposition of the Eastern Exten- 
sion Company submitted to the confluence 
ol premiers has no such purpose in view. 
Its object is indeed the very opposite. 
While the consolidation of the Empire de- 
mands that the Queen's subjects in Canada 
and Australasia shall possess all the advan- 
tages which the closest telegraphic connec- 
tion can effect, the policy which animates 
that company would cause these coinmiini- 
to remain severed. Is such a policy to 



the conference of premiers their new pro- 1 be cum mended '.' Does not the Eastern 

Extension Company when persistently ex- 
ercising its manifold and widely rami lied 
influence to keep Canada and" Australia 
disunited, assume an attitude of hostility 
to both countries and to Imperial unity? 

In the interests of ttie Eastern Extension 
Company the Pacific cable has been de- 
clared to be impracticable; its cost has been 
greatly exaggerated ; ii has been denounced 
as a work which could not be maintained 
without burdensome subsidies; it lias been 
stigmatized as inimical to telegraphy ami 
trade; and* it litis been decried and mis- 
represented in every possible manner. The 
explanation is to be found in ttie fact that 
the company is unwilling to relinquish its 
monopoly and to rest satisfied in the future 
with a reasonable return for capital in- 
vested. On this point the writer is tempted 
toipiotea single paragraph from his ad- 
dress at the Colonial conference of 1H91 as 
given in the proceedings (page 8">). 

" The progress and well-being of Canada, 
Australia and the Empire cannot be re- 
tarded in order that the lucrative business 
of n private company may remain without 
change. Even if the chairman of the East- 
ern Extension Company succeeded in con- 
verting us to his commercial ethics, that 
the profits of the monopoly he represents 
must he maintained inviolate, it does not 
follow that the project of a Pacific cable 
Would not be carried out in some form, even 
if Canada and Australasia abandon it. 
There are indeed unmistakable signs that a 
Pacific cable may shortly be carried out by 
France and the United States. Wo all know 
that France has already completed a sec- 
tion of 800 miles at the boi thern cud, and 
the United States has recently expended 
$2o,000 in making aa elaborate survey of 
about one-third the whole distance from 
San Francisco [to the Hawaiian lslands|. 
With a rival line in foreign hands, it is 
easy to see that the Fastern ICxtentdon 
would gain nothing, while the Empire 
would lose 1 much." , 

With respect to the objections raised by 
the ICaslern Fx tension Company, they 
have been completely refuted. The very 
best evidence shows beyond all question 
that the project is perfectly feasible, thai 
the cable snould be established as a state 
work, that so established the revenue from 
business obtainable will l>j ample to meet 
every charge, including working expenses, 
maintenance, renewal, interest on cost and 
sinking fund to replace capital; that, in 
fact, the cable, can lie established ia the 
most satisfactory manner, and that all its 
advantages cm* be attained without any 
cost whatever to the taxpayer. That the 
prospects are of this character is attribu- 
table to these facts, viz. : 
; As a statu work, the capital employed 

would lie obtained at. the lowest possible 
rate ol interest. 

2. The capital would be limited lo the 
necessities of actual expenditure in estab- 
lishing the work; tliere would be no possi- 
bility of enlarging the capital account by 
adding "promotion expenses" or by 
" watering stork " in any form. 

3. No dividend would require to be de- 
clared, or bonus paid. Revenue would 
only have to meet, ordinary charges, in- 
cluding interest on the actual cost at a low 
rate, possibly 2H P er cent. 

I. Remunerative traflic which would he 
controlled by the Australasian govern- 
ment nl ready exists. 

, r >. Such trallie is continually growing, 
and it is difficult to assign a limit to its 
growth. 

G. The facilities created and the reduced 
charges would open up a new and profit- 
able business across the Pacific winch 
would be subject to the new line. 

Such being the case, the question may lie 
asked, i- there uny reason other than the 
opposition of the Eastern Extension Com- 
pany why the establishment of this im- 
portant national work should be farther 
delayed? It must be admitted that the 
Purine cable in operation would put an end 
to the monopoly of the Fastern Extension 
Company and diminish the immense pro- 
fits it enjoys. As, however, less than hull' 
the whole trallie would prove remunerative 
to the Pacific cable, there would remain 
ample business to the company to yield a 
good return for the capital invested. 

In the memorandum laid before the 
House of Commons last- July by thaisecre- 
tary of state for the colonies, it is distinctly 
indicated that, while the home government 
is willing to co-operate willi Canada and 
the Australian Colonies, the Imperial an 
thorities are unable to see the way to taki 
the initiative, and that, Ihey "now await 
definite proposals from the colonies inter- 
ested before proceeding further in the mat- 
ter." It unfortunately happens that the 
Australasian colonies remain under thedis- 
advantpge of being disunited politically, 



posal was to divert attention from the Pu 
cifie cable, 

The Fastern Extension Company repre- 
sents a combination of associated compan- 
ies engaged in telegraph transmission be- 
tween England and Australasia. The lines 
of the company comprise those of three 
amalgamate 1 communes: 

1. Tne " liritish Indian Extension," from 
Madras to Singapore, with a share capital 
of £ KiO.OUO. 

•> The " liritish Australian," from Singa- 
pore to Australia, with a share capital of 
£540,000. 

3. The "China Submarine," from Singa- 
pore to Hone Kong and Shanghai, with a 
share capital of £525,000. 

The combined share capital of these three 
companies amounted to £1,525,000. On 
their amalgamation the united share cap- 
ital, by a well-known process of "watering" 
lo the" extent of £-172,500. was increased 
nominally to £1,997,500. The united com- 
pany, since known as the Fastern Exten- 
sion Australasia and China Telegraph Com- 
pany (limited), has been exceedingly pros- 
perous; it has paid 7 per cent, on the en- 
larged capital, equal to 1) per cent, on the 
original capital. An examination of the 
published statement establishes that it bus 
in addition expended out of the prolits 
earned no less a sum than £1,571 ,510 on ex- 
tensions and other productive works, and 
tliere remains unexpended and undivided 
to-day a reserve of surplus profits amount- 
ing to £804,103, 

These figures establish that the Eastern 
Extension Company has become a remark- 
ably good investment. It regularly pays 
good dividends, but the dividends are no 
guide to the prolits made. It holds in re- 
serve undivided prolits far exceeding in 
amount the whole value of its cables be- 
tween Asia and Australia. The accounts 
of the company for 1890 and the Ii rat half of 
1897, show that the net prolits actually 
earned during these periods amounted to 
13 percent, on the present capital, and 17 
per cent, on the capital prior to its being 
watered. 

The company is unwilling to have this 
state of affairs changed. They know per- 
fectly well that the telegraphic traflic is 
steadily increasing, and that as the trallie 
grows the prolits will become still greater. 
It is easy, therefore, to understand why the 
company has never viewed with friendly 
feeling the proposed l'aciiic cable. Its man- 
agers are not willing to divide the business 
with the new line. They must retain it 
entirely in their possession. They have 
secured a rich monopoly, and their desire 
is to make it even more profitable and to 
strengthen and perpetuate it. 

The l'aciiic cable has been projected in 
no spirit of hostility to any company or to 
any country. It has been advocated as a 
means of extending to the whole Empire 
the advantages derivable from the geo- 
graphical position of the Dominion. Can- 
ada oilers the connecting link in an Impe- 
rial chain of telegraphs encircling the globe. 
When the project is completed it will bring 
the mother country into direct electrical 
connection with every one of the great pos- 
sessions of the crown in both hemispheres 
without touching the soil of any foreign 
power Thus, it cannot fail in a high de- 
gree to promote Imperial unity. Indeed, it 
is difficult to conceive how a perfect 
union, or any union of the whole, 
is possible without Union between 
the parts. The whole Fnipire is in 
strong sympathy with the aims and aspira- 
tion which a few years bind; were limited 
to a few men of advanced thought. The 
historical event of last June lias shown to 
the world that " the liritish people a"re one 
people animated by one spirit." It is recog- 
nized that we are approaching the period 
when new relations may be established be- 
tween the United Kingdom and those 
younger liritish communities beyond the 
seas, known in past history as colonies, hut 
which are passing from colonial tutelage 
to a higher national status. In order to 
promote these closer relations, what is more 
desirable, what more necessary, than 
that each and all he connected 
by the appliances which art and 
science have devised? Canada stands first 
among the British communities of the 
outer Empire. Scarcely second to Canada 
we look forward, in no long period, to wel- 
come the. kindred Dominion of Australia 
comprising under one federal government 
half a dozen colonies, each possessing 
great potentialities. What more in har- 
mony with the spirit of the British people 
th in that Canada and Australia be 
brought in close communion ? Is it not 
indispensable to vital public interest that 
those two great units of the Empire — the 
island continent in the South l'aciiic and 
British North America, should possess the 
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Pad to Atlantic Wlthont Ckanffe.

As the 
tratltc to make it a profitable undertaking 
would have its source chiefly in these colo- 
nics, and moreover the land lines within 
each colony are owned by each respective 
government, they have it in their power lo 
control the trans-Pacific telegraphic trullic 
to the extent required to make the cable a 
profitable undertaking. 

At tins distance it is not easy to under- 
stand why these four colonies do not agree 
to take some definite lino of action H is 
now close on six months since the premiers 
met in London, and as far as known they 
have not seen their way to agree on uny

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A LIBEL ANSWERED. 

We observe the following statement in 
the Nelson Tribune in an article assail- 
ing the Meears. Dunamuir and Mr. R. P, 
Rithet: " In exchange for its support 
the Dunsmuir family enjoys comparative 
immunity from taxation." The refer- 
ence is to taxation for provincial pur- 
poses and the exemption is presumably 
extended by the provincial government. 
We do not know that anything printed 
in the Nelson Tribune on local politics 
is entitled to serious consideration ; but 
we feel it would be wrong to permit ouch 
a libel upon the province, as is contained 
in the sentence quoted, to paea without 
notice. The statement is infamously 
false. Whether the person responsible 
for it knew it to bo false we shall not 
say. We have recently seen Buch exhi 
bitionB of monumental ignorance in con 
nection with provincial politics that we 
should not be surprised to learn that the 
Tribune honestly believes what it says 
It is a libol upon the province just the 
same. It is an exceedingly gross libel, 
for if it is believed by any one, it will 
create the opinion that the legislature of 
this province has been so base as to 
grant a particular family some special 
favor in the matter of taxation. 

There is not a single privilege in re 
gard to taxation or anything else, that 
the Dunsmuir family have, that every 
other person in British Columbia does 
not enjoy. We do not forget that by 
the terms of the E, & N. railway con- 
tract made between the Dominion gov- 
ernment, the Provincial government and 
the E. & N. railway company, in which 
the Dunsmuir eBtate is interested, the 
land subsidy to the company is exempt 
from taxation until it has been alien 
ated. That is to say, while the land re 
mains unproductive in the hands of the 
company it is not taxed, but this is only 
in keeping with the plan adopted by the 
Dominion in giving land grantB to rail- 
way companies, and also with that fol 
lowed by the several provincial govern 
ments. By no possible construction can 
this exemption be construed as a special 
favor to the Dunsmuir family. Even if 
it were euch a favor neither the Turner 
government, nor the Davie government, 
nor yet its predecessor, the Robson gov- 
ernment, was responsible for it. More- 
over, if the present provincial govern- 
ment could be turned out of oflice to- 
morrow, there is nothing that their 
successors could do to impose 
a tax upon these railway lands 
contrary to the terms of the 
contract with the company. No legisla- 
ture could be found so devoid of the 
British principle of fair play as to seek 
to avoid the terms of a bargain under 
which men invested their money In a 
railway, and if members could be found 
in sufficient numbers in the local legis- 
lature to do so dishonorable an act, the 
governor-general would disallow the 
measure for the reason that it would be 
in violation of a solemn compact entered 
into between the government of Cana- 
da, the government of the province and 
the railway company. It is woreo than 
Folly; it is positively dishonest (or an 
opposition paper to seek to create the 
impression that, in the event of nn op- 
position victory, the terms of the K. & 
N. railway contract can he altered. 

Wo wish to add that it is high time 
this abuse of the Messrs, Duns- 
muir, with which there is al- 
ways coupled abuse of Mr. R, 
P.. Rithet, should cease. The men 
who are responsible for it would not dare 
make such criticisms if they were not 
shielded by their own insignificance. If 
they had any senee of shame, any con- 
ception of personal dignity, any ap- 
preciation of the true mission of polit- 
ical journalism, they would be above 
the contemptible meanness of Buch at- 
tacks. The MeSBBrs. Dunsmuir and Mr. 
Rithet are gentlemen of \ r ast interests in 
this province, large employers of labor, 
large taxpayers, men of enterprise, who 
are contributing much to the advance- 
ment of British Columbia's prosperity. 
It is truo that in so doing they benefit 
themseives. But why should they not? 
Was it ever heard that men devoted 
themselves and their capital to projects 
of a business nature from niotiveB of 
puro philanthropy? We need more such 
men in the country, and the anarchistic 
spirit which (inda vent in attacks upon 
them ought to he frowned down upon. 

Wo tell these slanderers of British Co- 
lumbia, these dirty birds of journalism 
who befoul tho nest in which they aro 
nourished, that they cannot And, if they 
••arch the whole list of statutes ever 



paBBcd in the province, a Bingle line that 
warrants the baBe charges which they bo 
freely make. They disgrace the profes- 
sion with which they are associated. 
They achieve nothing except to breed 
discontent on the part of those who aro 
as ignorant as themselveB. 

PRECEPT AND EXAMPLE. 

Buy in Seattle! Do not buy in Vic- 
toria. Everything you need ie higher in 
Victoria than in Seattle! Victoria mer- 
chants sell only shop-worn goods. Thene 
things, and others like them, have been 
tho burden of the song of tho Post-Intel- 
ligencer, Seattle's morning paper, for 
months past. So much for tho precept. 
Now for tho example. 

The Post-Intelligencer has an Alaska 
news syndicate, a very laudable piece of 
enterprise on the part of our contem- 
porary, It is not a Yukon news syndi- 
cate, but one which, from its name, ap- 
pears to be intended to do business in 
tho United States territory of Alaska. 
The gentlemen composingthis syndicate, 
or rather representing it in Alaska, are 
Messrs. E. B. Wishar and L. B. PeaBe. 
They have outfitted for Alaska with the 
good money of the Post-Intelligencer, 
paid into the coffers of that newspaper 
by the merchants who advertise in its 
columns and to whose businosa it has 
been catering by printing slanderB about 
everything in connection with Victoria. 

Did the Post-Intelligencer patronize 
only the men whoBe advortifiementB it 
carries? Did it believe its own 
Btory about it being cheaper to buy 
goods in Seattle than here? Not a bit 
of it. When it was talking for revenue 
thore was nothing that tho Post-Intelli- 
gencer could say against Victoria and 
Victoria merchants that it did not say ; 
but when it came to outfitting its syndi- 
cate for Alaska it threw its teachings to 
the winds, and sensibly from a business 
standpoint, if very illogically from a 
newspaper standpoint, Bent its syndicate 
over to this city to purchase goods for its 
Alaska outfit. 

We have not observed this fact re 
ferred to in the very elaborate descrip 
tionB given by the Po3t-Intolligencer of 
its enterprise in organizing news syndi- 
cates and othor things. We Bhall send 
over a nice Victoria veil to our contem 
porary to be drawn around its business 
office when the miners who throng 
Seattle, and the business men who fill 
the Post- Intelligencer with their adver- 
tisements, get on to the very pretty 
story told above, which can be verified 
at any time by those who care to ex 
amine the duplicate invoices of goods 
sold to the Post-Intelligeucer's Alaska 
News Syndicate by Victoria merchants. 



Tun Nanaimo Review suggests that it 
might be well to form a provincial press 
association and asks its contemporaries to 
express their views on the subject. 
There are many things to be said in 
favor of such an organization, which can 
be made of great use to the newspaper 
profession and to the province. We do 
not think very much of the visiting fea- 
ture of bucIi associations, which Eeems 
to be the moat popular phase of them in 
the United States. Such organizations, 
by making the members of the press 
better acquainted with each other, have 
a tendency to soften tho asperities of 
newspaper discussion, which in itself is 
a good thing. They are of some advan- 
tage to newspapers in a business way by 
aiding in understandings on business 
subjects, notably those relating to sub- 
scriptions and advertising. The fact 
that moBt states of the American Union 
maintain euch organizations seems to be 
an argument for their value. 

Thk demand made in Rossland for 
tho construction of a wagon road to 
bring ores from certain mines and to en- 
able the merchants of that city to sell 
goods to the miners, illustrates a line of 
public works that will call for a great 
deal of consideration in the very near 
future. The Colonist has already ex- 
pressed its sympathy with projects of the 
kind mentioned, and only refers to the 
matter now for the sake of emphasizing 
tho fact that the task of administering 
the public works department will be 
even less of a sinecure hereafter than it 
has been in the past. It also shows how 
conservative localities must be in their 
requests for appropriations, if increase of 
taxation is to bo avoided. 



THE ORIENTAL QUESTION. 

According to the lateBt despatches 
Great Britain has played the trump card 
in the game in progress in the Orient 
Thore ia not to be any war, and the 
British government is to give its guar- 
antee for the loan, which China bo much 
desireB to raise. This will put an end 
for the present, at least, to the talk ol 
the supremacy of Russia in the Far 
East, and will postpone indefinitely the 
crisis, which has been impending 
Daring the breathing spell, which will 
thus he afforded, Japan will be able to 
get her navy finished and bo become 
better able to assist Great Britain in 
preventing the plans of RuBsia and Ger 
many for aggrandizing themselves at the 
expense of China. 

We made leference the other day to 
the growing sentiment in the United 
States in favor of co-operation with 
Great Britain in this matter. This haB 
lately found expression in a speech by 
Hon, Henry M. Teller, one of the most 
inlluential of public men in that couu 
try. He takes the ground that tho 
United Statea could not assent to the 
partition of China by Germany and 
Russia without sinking to the level of a 
third-class power, and that it would be 
absolutely necessary for the nation 
to join hands with Great Britain and 
Japan. He even went bo far as to say 
that the United States ought to act 
alone, if the proposed allies were un- 
willing to work with her. 

Happily there seems to have been no 
call for tho intervention of any nation 
except our own. Once more the fleet 
haE done its work without firing a gun. 
It is greatly to the credit of the British 
government that it has been able to pre- 
vent hostilities in the Orient. We told 
our renders a day or two ngo to watch 
and see the European powers square 
their schemes to suit John Bull's ex- 
pressed wish. The squaring process iB in 
progress. This means that the develop 
mentof China will be allowed to pro 
ceed primarily under British super 
vision, but open to the participation of 
all the world. Britain has won a vic- 
tory for the world, and it is none the 
less valuable because it has been 
achieved simply by taking a manly 
etaud, 



So iris proposed to send only 2(> tons of 
B tuff to Dawson City on tho congres- 
sional relief expedition.

Thero iB a menagerie near to Victoria 
city of which tho populace know prac- 
tically nothing. The proprietor asks no 
admission fee from those who aee bis 
Bhow, and, in addition, he gives an en- 
tertainment exhibiting the power of 
man over beast, which equals similar 
performances in the best regulated cir- 
cuses in the land. 

About two miles from the business 
portion of the city, on the Cadboro Bay 
road, and near the Willows, lives this 
man who has made a lifetime Btudy of 
animalB of every kind. He haB been a 
number of years collecting his present 
menagerie, and he claims that in time 
he will have the best and most assorted 
collection of animals in the country. 

Mr. James French, late of Bristol, 
Eng., iB a gentleman young in years, 
who has carried a hobby to a stage of 
marked eccentricity. His sole thought, 
apparently, is of the animals, birds, etc., 
in his collection; and, while possessed 
of independent means, be Beldom moves 
out of the little world he has created for 
himself. 

A member of the Colonist staff visited 
Mr. French's home the other day and 
was pleasantly entertained by the young 
Englishman for fully an hour, during 
which time everything around the 
unique abode was seen and discussed. 

Mr. French lives in a lonely hut situ- 
ated almoBt opposite the Willows. It is 
not difficult to find the place. As the 
hut is approached after leaving a thick 
cluster of scrubby trees, a deafening din 
arises. It Beems aB if pandemonium has 
been let loose. Innumerable dogs yelp 
and bark, and the other wild animalB on 
the place add their quota to the chorus. 

" It'B because they know a stranger is 
visiting the place," Bays Mr. French in 
explanation. "Then too, it's near meal 
time and the brutes are getting hungry." 

Mr. French is a tall, stalwarth Eng- 
lishman, with a drooping semi-military 
light colored mouBtache. He wore a 
white sombrero, at the timeof theCoLON- 
iht man'B call and thereat of his apparal 
was in keeping with the wild West idea. 
After the reporter had explained his 
mission Mr. French led the way to three 
immense cages behind the hut, where, 
as he explained, some of his. " petB " 
were housed. 

The first cage contained a large female 
panther which was captured at San Juan 
river. Even before a close approach 
was made the beaBt exhibited its vicious 
untamed nature, by rushing from end to 
end of the cage, aud showing its teeth. 

" I'll soon tame her," said Mr. French 
as, unlocking the barred door he boldly 
entered the cage. 

"Lie down, puss," he said as the 
beast made a viciouB spring, striking 
the opposite side of the cage with her 
poworl'ul paws. 

Then followed a scene full of excite- 
ment in which it was hard to tell for a 
time whether master or beaBt would 
triumph. The panther had not been 
fed lor many hours, and appeared to be 
wild with hunger. At every approach 
of Mr. French's it struck furiously at 
him, and for a time it eeemed that he 
would bo torn to pieces. 

" Lie down, puss," ho repented again 
and again, and it was only after many 
ell'orls to approach her that lie succeed- 
ed in quieting her enough to pat her on 
the head. 

After this exciting performance a cage 
containing two largo black bears was 
visited. They madu no inovo when Mr. 
French entered tho cage, ami he threw 
them around and played with them as 
if they had been Newfoundland dogs. 
The third cage contained two fine speci- 
mens of coyotes. 

" The only time they exhibit any signs 
of anger," said Mr. French, " is when I 
pretend to molest a male. On one oc- 
casion when doing this I had a narrow 
escape from being seriously bitten." 

While these cages were being inspect- 
ed the horrible din of bogs barking con- 
tinued without intermission. The 
canines, of which there are twelvo, were 
then looked at. They include four large 
wolf hounds, an Irish terrier, a Colum- 
bia, spaniel, and four Klondyke dogs, 
partially I rained. 

Some little distanco from the 
hut several low-lying sheds con- 
tained boiiim moru of Mr. French's 
" collection." These wore a motley col- 
lection of cats, doge, a largo owl, two 
raccoons, and a double-jointed Amazon 
parrot, which obstinately refueed to ut- 
ter a syllable, although the master says 
it " converses slightly in English." 

Mr. French also had two Australian 
oppoBume, but they got away sometime 
ago, and are now somewhere, he thinks, 
in tho woods around Cadboro bay. 

After viewing the collection Mr. 
French consented to talk a little about 
himself and his strange hobby. 

"The Btudy of animals," lie said, 
" particularly of wild animals, was a 
craze with me even at a very early age.

my ability to tame the fiercest of them. 
For two years I wandered over the Al- 
berta plains, and spent a pleasant and 
instructive time. Finally I took a ranch 
of 500 acres on the WeBt CoaBt near 
Shirley, but I never did much in the 
way of ranching, as my hobby complete- 
ly engrosses my attention. 

" I never feel happy or contented 
away from my petB. My highest am- 
bition now is to get possession of a 
timber wolf, and although I have offered 
good sums for one, and havo instructed 
Hunters and trappers in various parts of 
the province to get me one, I havo not 
been successful as yet." 

Continuing his personal narrative, 
Mr. French said he came to Victoria 
about a year ago and settled where he is 
now a few months ago.

New Yohk, Jan. 5. — There is trouble 
in store ior anyone — man, woman or 
child — who hereafter attempts to enter 
the United States wearing anything 
made of sealskin.

No gar- 
ment of seal, unless it bears the Priby- 
loff Island stamp, will bs admitted to 
the country, no matter whether the gar- 
mont was originally purchased in Amer- 
ica or not. 

A lndy who arrived here yesterday 
from Great Britain on the Aurania wore 
a sealskin sacque that had been pur- 
chased in London. At first the cus- 
toms inspector told her that Bhe would 
have to take tho jacket off, and that it 
would be confiscated. Of course tho 
lady wiib indignant and there was a 
lively scene. The matter was referred 
to Collector Bidwell. 

It was then decided that as the lady 
had left London and was on her way to 
America prior to December 29, the date 
of the coming into force of the new regu 
lations, Bhe was allowed to retain her 
jacket. Collector Bidwell stated that 
hereafter it would be mandatory for cus 
tomB officers to aond to the public stores 
all sealskin garments, whether on con 
signment or on their owners' backs.

FISHERMEN'S FORTUNE. 

The Hard Experience of Two of the Vic- 
• toria Colony Ofl' Discovery 

Island. 

An exciting accident occurred off Dis- 
covery island late on Tuesday night, but 
fartunately not attended with any loes 
of life. A fishing Bmack belonging to 
D. Chungranes, a Government street 
fish dealer, and manned by two Greek 
fishermen, was going out from port on 
one of its regular excursions, and when 
opposite the island shipped a sea and 
capsized. The men were thrown into 
water and given no chance for life save 
by swimming. All thia happened about 
half-past ten at night, and at the time 
the boat stood in well toward shore. 

The witters, however, were icy cold, 
and those who are acquainted with the 
shore line of Vancouver island know 
that thia particular spot is none too Iiob- 
pitahle a point for mariners to be cast 
upon, especially when a heavy tide rip 
cauBes the Btirf to run mad all along the 
locality. Yet tlirongh all thiB lay the 
Btruggle which the men had for life. A 
fisherman, however, above all other 
mariners, is never fazed by Buch trials, 
and the two Greeks promptly struck out 
for the foamy shoreline. Neither was 
injured in the hard experience, and 
early yesterday morning, aB if accus- 
tomed to such things, thoy set out again 
in another sloop to look for the one they 
had lost. Nothing in the wrecked Bloop 
was saved, and even the fishing tackle 
which it contained will, it is thought, 
not be recovered.
